John K Thompson. 

The death of this distinguished Southern 
writer, in NeW York; {s announced by tele 
graph. For several years he has been eu- 
gaged on the editorial staff of the Evening 
Post, which is chiefly owned by William 
Cullen Bryant. No particulars of the poet’s 
last illness have been received. 

He was born in Richmond, Virginia, on the 
23d day of October, 1823. In the twenty- 
second year of his age he was graduated at 
the University of Virginia, receiving the de 
gree of Bachelor of Laws in 1845. He 
practiced law about two years; but 
in 1847 he found congenial employment 
as the editor of the Southern Literary Mes- 
senger, the most successful of all Southern 
monthlies. He remained in charge of the 
Messenger until the opening of the war. In 
1868, he edited the Record, a short-lived Con- 
federate weekly of Richmond; and was at 
the same time the Richmond correspondent 
of the Confederate organ in London—the 
Index. Mr. Thompson's health failed during 
the ,war,and he sailed for Europe in 1864, 
where he remained a year or two after the 
sutrender, connected, we believe, with a 
metropolitan journal, and contributing to the 
Cornhill Megazine and Black wood. 

In person he was a small, slender man, of 
easy manner; careful in his dress; a good 
conversationist, with an engaging, steady, 
blue eye,and low earnest voice, He was 
never married. Always writing with a quill 
pen, his chirography is said to have been very 
beautiful and legible, with an English air 
about it, 

No Southern writer of the present time has 
attained to a higher position in the world of 
letters then Mr. Thompson held at the time 
of his death. And yet he never published a 
book, and very many of his best articles re- 
late to subjects of temporary interest. Nev- 
erthe ess his influence upon our literature 
has been very great. As a critical writer he 
Was able, just and generous, generally in- 
clining to praise, but commanding careful 
reading by the vigor, clearness and polish of 
Lis style. Pew writers excelled him in liter- 
ary ekill end discrimination. 

But bis national reputation is based upon 
his occasional pocms. Some of his lyrics are 
inexpessibly sweet, and all are good. Many 
of the fugitive pieces that are copied and re- 
copied in the anonymous newspaper literature 
of the day came from the original pen of the 
departed poet. Let us quote, in conclusion, 
a stanza from “Ashty,” one of his war songs:
